After Disposing All lirt the >»»» 
Appropriation Hill. 

Washington, July 8.— In the House Mr. 
Randall offered a resolution that Hon. J. C. 
8. Blackburn (Ky.) be elected Speaker dur- 
ing the temporary absence of Speaker Car- 
lisle. Adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Blackburn, on taking the chair, 
thanked the House for the compliment, and 
said he would endeavor to deserve it. 

The clerk was directed to inform the Sen- 
ate and President of this action A recesi 
was then taken until 11 :*> a. m. 

The first session of this Congress is dying 
quietly and without any incident. The gal- 
leries of both Houses are comfortably Ailed, 
and there is little or no excitement or bustle 
alsnit the Capitol. The President came early 
and has signed all the remaining appropria- 
tion bills excepting the Navy Bill. This 
measure, owing to Mr. Miller's amendment 
lieing added to the M<1 last night, which was 
non-concurred In s>y the House, has furnished 
fuel for discussion tMi morning. 

At 11:45 a motion to recede from the Sen- 
ate amendment was uiepted. Final adjourn- 
ment will occur at i p. m.
